got a strong spring tonic at a meet- 
ing held on Wednesday evening for 
the purpose of re-organisation, and 
the impetus thus given should keep 
it going strong for some time to 
come. There was a good attend: 
ance of the business men of the 
town, and lots of enthusiasm was 
generated 

Mr P. G. Owen, vice-president of 
last year’s board, said that it was 
the case that the old Board of Trade 
was practically defunct. For every 
meeting all the members of the 
Board had been postcarded, but 
last fall the officials were almost the 
only ones who putin an appearance. 
The Board of Trade was a very 
necessary thing in a town like 
Strathmore, and he was glad to see 
the present meeting. He did not 
desire to be re-nominated himself 
for any office, but would do all in 
his power to help the Board along 

The meeting did not lose any 
time getting down to business, and 
the following officials were ap- 
pointed :—hon. president, Frank 
Skene; president, J. G, Troy; vice- 
piesident, A, W. Miller ; secretary- 
treasurer, C. V. Vanscoy 

Minutes of the last meeting of the 
Board, held on October 10, 1911, 
were read and approved 

Membership fee was 
$3.00 

Dr Girvin said he would like to 
congratulate the Board on their 
choioe of officials. It was the duty 
and privilege of the Board to keep 
the Town Council ‘‘on the bit” 
and give them advice when necess- 
ary. The Board of Trade should be 
the connecting link between the 
citizens and the Town Council, and 
they could assist citizens and Coun- 
cil very much indeed 

THE ROADS QUESTION 

One thing the Board ought cer- 
tainly to look into was the matter 
of the roads leading into the town. 
These were in very bad condition 
and considerable trade was diverted 
from Strathmore that would come 
here if the roads were in anything 
like good. shape. Good roads 
would mean good business for the 
town, and road improvement was a 
matter the Board ought to press for 

THE NEW PARK 

There was another question in 
which the Boaid might strengthen 
the hands of the Council, and. that 
was in regard to the formation of a 
park in the front part of the town. 
They would remember that last 
spring an agreement was come to 
between the Board of Trade and the 
C.P.R. that the strip of land be- 
tween the town and the railroad 
track be formed iuto a park. To 
properly fix it up would require an 
expenditure of about $3000, and 
the C.P.R, had agreed to give the 
land and to pay half the cost if the 
Town would pay the other half and 
bear the cost of upkeep. Being 
only a village, the then Council 
were unable to do anything, but the 
matter was lett over till the incor- 
atlon of the town. The matter 
would be taken up by the Town 
Council at their meeting on Tuesday, 
and it would be a good thing to 
have the Board of Trade strenghten 
the hands of the Council by putting 
themselves on record as in favor of 
the project, which would be a great 
improvement for the town. 

It was moved, seeonded, and car- 
ried by acclamation, that the Board 
of Trade advise the Council to take 
up the Park proposal at once on 
terms suggested. 

FIRE WALLS 

There was quite a long discussion 
n the subject of fire walls for pro- 
tection of the business section of 
the town, but as there “was some 
donbt as to what the powers of the 
Council were in this respect, noth- 
ing very definite was done, though 
the expression of opinion was in fav- 
vr of having fire walls built, at the 
cost of the businesses that would be 
benefitted in reduced insurance and 
lessened fire risk. 

As the hour was getting very late, 
it was agreed to adjourn, Another 
meeting of the Board will be called 
for an early date, when other ques- 
tions of interest to the citizehs will 
be taken up,

THE JAPANESE MENACE 


Subject of Address Before Royal 
Colonial Institute by F. B. 
Vrooman.. 

London.—~At a well attended meet- 
ing of the Royal Colonial Institute, 
F. B. Vrooman read a paper on “Bri- 
tish Columbia and the Imperial Ont- 
look,” in the course of which he said: 
“The most vital world issue of to- 
day is the Japanese programme of 
Asiatic imperialiem. It-is impossible 
to over-estimate the momentous na- 
ture of this Issue to British Columbia 
and to Canada, which Japan is coolly 
poi unbidden and unwelcome. 
Canada is a prey to the disloyalty of 
a few unpatriotic manufacturers and 
corpotations which will have cheap 
labor at the price of Canadian home- 
ogenity. Japan is pursuing an unrea- 
sonable programme and plainly one 
we cannot accept. Not satisfied with 
having absorbed the whole of the 
western civilization she now crosses 
the Pacific and demands on our shor- 
es what she denies us on her own. 
She is working feverishly towards,a 
policy of pan-Asiatic imperialism and 
exclusion while she 4s laying claims 
to eqtal rights with the white man in 

his own white world. ae 

“There is no nation in the world 
which resents more quickly any 
sweeping influx of foreigners into her 
land and in spite of this she continues 
to pour cheap labor Into the western 
hemisphere and proceeds to raise a 
hue and cry if we object. 

“The time has come for the whole 
empire to co-operate in the imperial 
naval programme. It Is with grief I 
say that Canada is not doing her 
share. So far our efforts have been 
a travesty. Some of us are ashamed, 
but we have our little Canadians also 
who are not empire builders, but dis- 
entregos. We want the British navy 
on the Pacific coast, and it must be 
the imperial navy and not the colon- 
lal navy. 

“Our doing anything alone until 
strong enough to defend ourselves is 
folly, which approaches a quality of 
madness. The whole matter of the 
defense of any part of the empire 
must be considered an Imperial ques- 
tion.”

EFFECTS OF THE STRIKE 


LEAST 


MINERS SUFFER THE 
FROM THE CRISIS 


Distress Throughout the Industria! 
Districts of Great Britain Has Be- 
come Extremely Serlous—Govern- 
ment Issues a Circular to Local 
Boards of Guardians to Render As- 
sistance. 


London.—Distress throughout the 
industrial districts of the United 
Kingdom because of the national coal 
strike which has thrown 1,000,000 
miners and over 1,500,000 other work- 
men out of employment, is acute. 

While delegates of miners and mine 
owners are discussing with politicians 
the Minimum Wage Bill, women, 
children and workers themselves in 
many places are suffering extreme 
poverty, aud appeals are constantly 
reaching London, which appears to be 
the least effected of the large cities, 
for assistance. 

The Earl of Horrowby. who has just 
toured the pottery districts in Sta- 
fordshire, is asking for funds, ‘and 
says that thousands of children in the 
district are being fed from charitable 
funds. 

In this region alone, twenty thou- 
sand miners are on strike and lack 
of coal has thrown out of work 60,000 
potters, to whose number must be 
added thousands of general laborers, 
porters, railroad men and barge men, 
whose livelihood depends on the out- 
put of the potteries. 

Prevailing conditions in the Erwash 
Valley, that great hive of industry 
stretching from Nottingham to Ches- 
terfleld, serve as an example of con- 
ditions elsewhere. Here 75 per cent. 
of the workers in all trades are idle, | 
and unlike the miners, these men 
have no strike pay; their families are 
thrown onto charity. 

The mayor of Ilkeston, the largest 
town In the valley, received applica- 
tions from no fewer than 400 familtes 
for aid, and in one of the elementary 
schools out of six hundred pupils, 400 
are being tended. 

Wales is suffering equally with 
England. Only three tin plate mills 
are working in the whole country, 
and every other industry is affected. 

The cotton mills are closing gradu- 
ally throughout Lancashire, and the 
last cargo of coal has now been ship- 
ped from Neweastle to the south of 
England. What railway traffic re- 
turns are available, for the past week, 
show a decline of receipts amounting 
to $810,000 in addition to $2,500,000 
for the previous week. 

The government has Issued a cir- 
cular to all local boards of guardians 
suggesting co-operation with all au- 
thorities and agencies able to assist 
in the exceptional distress arising | 
through the coal strike and empower- 
ing the guardians to find work for 
the unemployed. 

The distress in South Wales has— 
become extremely serious. Nothing 
like it has been suffered since the 
strike of 1890, At Cardiff, 20,000 men 
At Swansea and other ports 
and towns the mayors and councils 
are overwhelmed with appeals for re- 
lief. 


RECORD GRADES IN ROCKIES 


Canadian Northern Engineers Obtain 
Almost Dead Level on The 
Western Slope. 

Vancouver, B.C.—Across the Rock- 
fes at Yellowhead Pass and over Al 
breada Summit, separating the water- | 
sheds of the south fork of the Fraser | 
river and the North Thompson, the) 
Canadian Northern railroad has se-) 
cured lower grades than those pos- 
sessed by any other trans-continental 
railway in Canada or the United Stat- 
es. * 
This is the main feature contain- 
ed in a report submitted to T. H. 
White, chief engineer of the Macken- 
vie-Mann system, by W. I. Bassett, | 
who was in charge of the engineering 
party engaged on permanent location 
in that region during the past nine 
months. Mr. Bassett reached the | 
eity after a roundabout trip via Ed- 
monton. 

According to the report of Mr. Bas-| 
sett, the line west from Yellow Head 
Pass down the western slope of the 
Rockies to Cranberry Lake, a distance 
of 50 miles, will have a maximum 
grade of 7-10 of 1 per cent. 

These grades for practical purposes 
virtually constitute a dead level and 
will enable the railway company to 
operate loaded trains of 50 or 60 cars 
by one locomotive in either direction 
over the summits. This will mean 
economy of tue) and reduce genera! 
operating charges to the basis that 
obtains on the prairie divisions. 

On the ascent to Yellowhead Pass 
from the Alberta foothills another 
Canadian Northern engineering party 
was successful in obtaining maximum 
grades of 5-10 of 1 per cent or an 
elevation of about 22 feet per mile. 
These resulis surpass those achieved 
by the engineers of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific which has hitherto enjoyed 
the record of havii g the lowest grades 
across the Rockles. For a distance of 
18 miles down the western slope of 
the backbone of the continent the 
Grand Trunk Pacific has a maximum 
arade of 1’ per cent. due to the fact 


| that there is a long and gradual rise 


from the south fork of the Fraser 
river at Tete Jaune Cache. Near that 
point the route of the rival railway is
